An Ordinance to license and regu- 
late the manufacture or sale of malt 
or brewed liquors or any liquid of 
which distilled or ardent spirits or 
spirituous liquors form a component 
part.

Section 1. The Director of the 
municipal department of the City of 
Newark having control and supervis- 


ion of the License Division, is hereby’ 


authorized and empowered to grant 
licenses under his hand and the seal 
of The City of Newark, which said 
license shall be countersigned by the 
City Clerk, to such persons of good 


‘moral character and otherwise quali- 
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fied according to the provisions of 
this ordinance and such rules and 
regulations as he may promulgate as 
in his diseretion he shall deem fit and 
proper, to manufacture or sell malt 
or brewed liquors or any other liquid 
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of which distilled or ardent spirits or 
spirituous liquors form a component 
part. 


Section 2. All such licenses issued 
as aforesaid shall not be issued for a 
longer term than one year, and the 
annual license fee is hereby fixed in 
the sum of two hundred dollars 
($200) where the liquids described in 
Section. 1 are to be drunk upon the 
preniises and one hundred dollars 
($200) where the liquids described in 
Section 1 are to be drunk off the 
premises, but such licensing official 
may, in his discretion, issue such li- 
censes for a shorter period than one 
year, and shall charge therefor such 
proportion of the annual fees as the 
time for which such license is issued 
bears to the total fee. The fee for 
a transfer of license from place to 
place or from person to person is 
hereby fixed in the sum of one hund- 
red dollars ($100) for each transfer. 


Section 8. No person shall manu- 


* facture or sell any malt or brewed 


liquors or any other liquid of which 
distilled or ardent spirits or spiritu- 
ous liquors form a component part, 
unless he shall first procure a license 
so to do; provided, however, that this 
section shall not apply to duly regis- 
tered pharmacists having a fixed 


_place of business and selling therein 


any of the aforesaid liquids, spirits 
or spirituous liquors which shall be 
compounded, used and approved for 
medicine, in accordance with law. 


Section 4. The word “person” as 
employed in this ordinance shall in- 
clude associations, co-partnerships 
and incorporated companies. 


Section 5. All licenses issued as 
aforesaid shall bear date of issue, 
the name of the person to whom is- 
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sued, the purpose for which it shall 
be issued. and the location of the 
place wherein the licensee is author- 
ized to carry on and conduct his said 
business. Such license shall not be 
transferable or valid to authorize the 
licensee to carry on or conduct such 
business in any place or location 
other than that set forth and de- 
scribed in such license, but the Direc- 
tor of the Department having con- 
trol of the License Division, may, in 
his discretion, subsequent to the is- 
suing of said license, amend the same 
by changing the location of the place 
wherein the licensee may conduct his 
business, whenever the licensee shall 
remove his place of business to any 
location other than that originally 
set forth in the license. 


Section 6. The Director of the De- 
partment having control and super: 
vision of the License Division shall 
have the power to suspend or revoke 
the license herein provided for when- 
ever he shall determine that there is 
reasonable ground for so doing. Be- 
fore revoking such license he shall 
cause a notice in writing to be served 
upon the person named in said license 
citing him to appéar before said Di- 
rector at such time and place as the

Yeas:—Commissioners Breidenbach, 
Brennan, Gillen, Raymond. 


Commissioner Raymond: Do I un- 
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derstand that the balances from the 
assessments for street improvements 
are put in this tax ordinance as a 
whole? 


Corporation Counsel Congleton: 
Yes, the city’s share. 
Commissioner Raymond: What 


does that amount to? 


Corporation Counsel Congleton: In 
some cases that is over 40 per cent. 

Commissioner Raymond: I do, not 
think that is fair to the people of 
Newark. Is it not possible to take 
that out of the budget. It just comes 
to my attention that this is the way 
this matter is financed. It is very 
unfair that we should have to pay 
out of one year’s taxes for improve- 
ments of this kind. T think if there 
was something we could do to take it 
out of the budget it would be a very 
good idea, especially now when we 
have so many great arteries with the 
tremendous ‘increased traffic making 
such improvements necessary. The 
situation is very different than in the 
old days, when streets were more or 
less properly assessed. I wish there 
was some way that could be devised 
to amend this ordinance and take 
care of these improvements either by 
temporary or permanent bonds for 
amounts which represent the pave- 
ment of streets. I do not think this 
Commission should bear the respon- 
sibility for these improvements. 


Corporation Counsel Congleton: 
The ordinance is made up of your 
various budgets and these amounts 
are already included in your budget. 
You have held a public hearing on it 
and it would require readvertising 
and further hearings and the time 
within which that can be done has 
now passed.

His duties as Mayor were exacting, 
and yet he found time to attend most 
of the meetings of the Board and to 
help its members to solve intelligent- 
ly the problems which came before 
them. 


The recent step in establishing 
city-owned branches met ‘with his 
hearty approval, and he had already 
worked out a plan for the establish- 
ment of branches in each of the dif- 
ferent sections of the city, as fast as 
the City’s finances warranted. 


He was one of the charter mem- 
bers of the Museum Association, and 
its connection with the library always 
pleased him. 


Men come and men go, but it is not 
often that one steps so quietly and 
gently into a place of honor as did 
Mayor Archibald. His place will be 
hard to fill, especially in library mat- 
ters, 


His interest in the proposed en- 
largement of the main library build- 
ing was keen. He showed plainly his 
desire to enable the Board to do bet- 
ter and larger work. 


Though a comparatively young 
man, as life is measured today, he 
was known all over the State, and 


. his ambition had attracted the peo- 


Jles’ attention and his future was a. 
most assured in a position of great 
responsibility. ° 


What was said of the late Theo- 
dore Roosevelt can truly be said of 
our friend, Alexander Archibald, “He 
left every position the better for his 
having occupied it.”

His vision was of an institution of 
wide scope which should promote an 
active and informed interest in the 
sciences and in our City’s industries 
as well as in the fine and applied 
arts. He approved of the movement 
now on foot to secure for the Mu- 
seum a permanent and adequate 
home, and approved also of extend- 
ing to its development all the aid 
.which the city’s finances would per- 
mit. The Trustees feel that his death 
brings to them a serious loss in that 
they will miss the vision and sound 
judgment which Mr. Archibald 
showed in all discussions of the de- 
velopment of Newarks’ institutions.

It has been a pilgrimage of sor- 
row through which we all have 
passed this day, and we have reached 
the last of three great vantage 
points from which to view the life of 
Alexander Archibald. We stood with- 
in the home and saw again the marks 
of a great true heart, stilled now, but 
throbbing once with love and loyalty. 
We passed on to the City Hall and 
saw the workman lying dead by his 
machine. And now, we come into 
this church and think here of the 
fledgling soul that here on earth in 
these few years have caught a glimpse 
of greater things and of a fadeless 
glory, and now has taken flight on 
not too weary wings into that other 
realm where it may rest a little while 
and find a blessed peace in the re- 
lease from these last days of pain, 
and then go on and up to greater 
heights and new experience. 


It is a familiar commonplace that 


‘the most important things are the 


ones of which we are least con- 
science in our lives. The air we 


breathe, the light, the law of gravi- 


tation, the circulation of the blood, 
or the digestive processes within our- 
selves—these are things on which we 
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are dependent every hour, yet of 
which we are scarcely conscious until 
they are withdrawn. I think it a 
striking testimonial, alike to the mod- 
esty and efficiency of the work of 
Mr. Archibald, that we scarcely re- 
alized his worth, the place he held in 
our affections, or his importance to 
the city’s life, until death had caught 
him from us in a day. Then, as the 
hot iron brings out the invisible 
writing on the page, so this time of 
shock and sorrow has brought to 
view in every corner of the town the 
honor and affection in which this 
modest man was held. 


There is something significant 
about the kind of men, as well as the 
number of individuals, a single per- 
sonality can find it possible to win 
and to impress by the qualities with- 
in his life. I can understand a man 
making friends within his own pro- 
fession, his business, or his normal 
social set. Here was the striking 
thing about Mr. Archibald—that he 
drew friends from almost every walk 
of life. He had his admirers among 
the rich and the poor the well-born 
and the self-made man, and was un- 
affected in his loyalty: to each. The 
years brought many friends and 
many contacts—an ever larger circle 
of acquaintances. And from a world- 
ly point of view there were advan- 
tages in some of these new friend- 
ships beyond those he had in early 
life. But this was the quality of 
Mr. Archibald—that he never forgot 
those that had loved him and he gave 
himself with interest and devotion to 
their needs. In heart after heart the 
cords of sorrow echo to the grief that 
fills our hearts today, swelling once 


more the volume of that “still, sad. 


music of humanity’ ‘with which we 
await the meeting once again with 
those whom we have loved and lost 
a while. 


Mr. Archibald was a clean man 
who, despite the fact that he was 
forced to deal with many people and 
with many tasks that might have left 
a tain on his own soul, emerged from 
the rather turbid strain of public life 
an essentially unspoiled, uncorrupted 
man. He thought straight; he was 
like light—he knew no devious paths. 
He could see through shams and 
spoke his mind as forcibly as almost 
anyone I ever knew. Yet, he was in- 
tensely kindly, gentle, sympathetic. 
He could see the latent good and 
speak as fairly, as justly, and with 
as much appreciation of the good he 
realized as any one. His smile, his 
kind word of appreciation, or ap- 
proval, must have been a Godsend to 


many a struggling, fainting, disap- 
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pointed life. Even in times of great- 
est passion, he could exercise a self- 
control that was the marvel of less 
well trained men. I have seen him 
in the face of a situation that opened 
wide all the wells of wrath within 
his soul—when things had gone 
against his mind, against the things 
he: thought were wise and right— 
standing as with tight clenched fists, 
his face burning with the anger he 
would not let come out, still keeping 
himself utterly in hand that he might 
not sacrifice a future good for the 
self satisfaction of the irritation of 
an hour. 


He was a democratic man, open 
and approachable to all almost too 
much for his own healths’ sake. Yet, 
never for one moment did he lose 
either his personal dignity of charac- 
ter, or his sense of the high position 
that he held before the world. He 
was a modest man; he knew his pow- 
ers, knew the important things that 
he could do; yet realized his limita- 
tions and ever had the sense of at- 
tainments not yet reached. He tried 
to look with justice upon the gifts 


wi =  yossessed—to use them to 
the full—-yet never so to over-rate 
himself as to be caught, through idle 
boastfulness, in a position to which 
he felt he could not measure up. He 
was an honest, conscientious, ener- 
getic man, whose very walk and fig- 
ure spoke of concentration on im- 
portant business to which he gave 
himself without pretension or pom- 
posity, but with undivided thought. 
It would be difficult for ail of us to 
think that it was not his hard work, 
in part at least, that brought his 
early death. 


He was withal a lovable, affection- 
ate, human man, to whom men loved 
to come; one who stood by the ster- 
ling worth of his good qualities, like 
some great magnet towards which 


hearts turned like needles to the 


pole, and there were held to truth, 
to honor, to righteousness, to the 
courageous thing to do in any circum- 
stances of life. We feel, some of us 
at least, like ships without a rudder, 
that know not how to steer since he 
is gone. 


This was the man that Newark 
chose for the highest place within her 
gift. In honoring him, she honored 
herself. “The character of a city,” 
said the old Aeschines, “is determined 
by the character of the men she 
crowns.” It requires no little discip- 
line of mind in a democracy to choose 
in such a many-sided town as this, 
with insight and with justice, the 
men who can guide her to her very 
best. Fifty years from now the 
question will not be what we think of 
Alexander Archibald, but what he 
thinks of us of what sort will be 
the men we chose to follow in his 
steps. 


Turning now from the personal 


qualities to the achievement of his 
public life, the thing that strikes the 
eye at the time is the extent to which 
in his career he has given one more 
illustration of the opportunity Ameri- 
ca can give to any man. Coming 
here as the child of immigrant par- 
entage, arriving in Newark when but 
three years of age, he had no capi- 
tal, no connections and no position of 
advantage. Gaining his education in 
our public schools, working out his 
business career by beginning as an 
‘apprentice, building up his political 
success by beginning as an Alderman 
in the old Fourth Ward, he achieved 
success and real distinction in every 
field to which he went. He was a 
gentleman of taste and refinement; 
a business man whose reputation 
both for artistry and integrity was 
unsurpassed, and, as a public officer 
occupying a position of trust and re- 
sponsibility, he never failed to leave 
a position that he undertook the bet- 
ter for his work, His record stands 
as one more monument to opportuni- 
ties this land of ours flings down to 
every man. They say the days of 
our romance are dead, the doors of 
opportunity are closed and there are 
no more places to be won by men 
who start with only native wit. 
Against such idle words the life of 
Alexander Archibald stands a con- 
spicuous witness that the opposite is 
true. 


I think it must have been, in part, 
because of this that his whole public 
life stood four-square for America. 
Himself an immigrant, never bigoted 
in the sense that he could see no 
good and learn no lesson from lands 
beyond the sea, called to leadership 
at a period when many influences 
were working for the interests 
of nationalities other than our own, 
he stood as an American. American 
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were his instincts, and American 
were the interests that he served. 
This aspect of his life received a 
striking illustration in the plan that 
had been made for a little celebration 
in which his illness prevented him 
from taking his appointed part. 
There had come to our country a dis- 
tinguished and talented physician 
from another land, who had not found 
the door of welcome very widely 
opened to his skill in certain places 
where he went. But Newark plan- 
ned to give him every chance to do 
his work, to honor him and to show 
appreciation of his gift. But into his 
hands as he came into our midst, 
Alexander Archibald was to place, as 
the representative of the school chil- 
dren of our town, an American flag. 
So through all of life, he sought to 
open wide our doors to -talent,. to 
industry, to all who wished to serve, 
but into every heart that came to us 
like that he would instill America’s 
spirit, America’s ideals and Ameri- 
ca’s hopes. f 


Equally, if not more intensely than 
his devotion to America, was his de- 
votion to the city to which he gave 
his life. He had great plans for 
Newark, but they were not mere air- 
castles such as crowd the streets of 
too many cities of our land. He was 
not a visionary, not a fanatics, not 
even in the ordinary sense of the 
word a reformer. He took Newark 
as he found it sought to give eff- 
cient service in the existing offices 
in which he was called upon to serve; 
then planned to build on this founda- 
tion the greater things of the devel- 
opment of the Port and the unifica- 
tion of all the municipalities in the 
Newark area. His was a progres- 
sive spirit, yet never were the is- 
sues that he raised factitious, or 
unreal, or calculated to secure only 


his personal political suecess. He was 
forward-looking, but it was for the 
city, not for his official place. Never 
was this more perfectly emphasized 
than at the close of the complimen- 
tary dinner given in his honor two 
years ago at the Robert Treat Hotel. 
The leading citizens of the whole 
community were there. . The wealth. 
the culture, everything that Newark 
had were brought and laid in tribute 
at his feet. It was in every way a 
personal affair—a tribute to his per- 
sonal position in the town. The 
speeches had been made, the presen- 
tations had been given, and then the 
time arrived for his reply. He spoke 
his words. of gratitude in two or 
three sentences, marked with the 
deepest feeling, for he craved appre- 
ciation quite as much as any man. 
But then he turned the situation to 
another line, and addressing himself 
first to the members of he Congres- 
sional Committee on Harbor Improve- 
ments, who were honor guests on that 
occasion, and then to the great body 
of leading citizens from all the town, 
he pledged himself and called on them 
to pledge themselves never to rest 
nor be content until our channel had 
been deepened. Newark had been giv- 
en outlet to the sea, and become the 
greatest strategic shipping center of 
the East. Nothing could have been 
more characteristic of his life. I re- 
member him confiding to me on one 
occasion that it was his fond hope to 
attract into the public service, on 
boards and commissions, men of the 
highest type of business ability, men 
of assured position and of independ- 
ent means who would be willing to 
give with public spirit out of their 
ability to the service of the common 
good. Of that ideal he was himself 
a living type. As Director of Fin- 
ance he saved hundreds of thousands 
of dollars for our City; as Mayor he 
directed our interests and energies to

the development of the greatest fu- 
ture such a town could have, and 
then in these last months of his ca- 
reer, as Director of the Department 
of Public Affairs, he gave of his 
great heartedness and the influence 
of his position to the care of the 
city’s unfortunates in hospital, asy- 
lum and detention home. 


To these great ends he brought not 
only ability, but tireless energy, fol- 


lowing out detail, meeting conditions 


as he found them. Disliking many 
phases of political activity, he yet 
was willing to be a politician. He 
went from place to place, from man 
to man, from meeting to meeting, in 
a successful way, to arrange a cam- 
- paign, to secure party unity, to bring 
harmony. It has been said by Mr. 
Lloyd George that what the world 
needs is not statesmen, we have an 
abundance of them, it is politicians. 
There is truth in the statement and 
Mr. Archibald had realized that 
truth. To be willing to meet people, 
to organize a party, to work out a 
campaign, to get an issue properly 
before the electorate that is a su- 
preme need in a democracy—a need 
too few men of character and of 
ability are willing properly to meet, 
but to it Mr. Archibald was well con- 
tent to give himself. 


Yet with it all, this man never 
compromised his honor, or his hon- 
esty; he resorted to no cheap trick- 
ery in political life; he created no un- 
teal issues, raised no unjustified bat- 
tle cries. He had faith to believe 
that if he served the real interests of 
his city, and that with ability and 
energy, he would receive the backing 
that he sought and in that faith he 
has been justified. 


Therein lay his power—in the 


simple straight forward honesty of 
his attack upon the task that-came to 
hand. I have been reminded of an 
old anecdote of John Bright, the 
English orator: “I would give any- 
thing I own to have made that 
speech,” said Disraeli once to Bright 
after a great utterance in the House 
of Commons. “You could,” said the old 
Quaker statesman, “you could if you 
had been honest.” Many a time I 
thought of that old anectdote as I 
have watched the effect of Mr. Arch- 
ibalds addresses on men to whom he 
came to speak, With none of the 
arts of an orator, a business man in 


politics, as he loved to call himself, , 


but the simple sincerity of his pre- 
sentments, the disinterestedness fair- 
ness of his judgments, he commanded 
the. intelligence of his hearers and 
won an action where a more eloquent 


‘man might only have made an im- 


look around you. 
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pression. 


We take him in a moment now to 
lie at rest beneath the sod, and we 
shall place a shaft or slab to mark 
his memory. But would you see his 
monument ten years, twenty years, 
100 years from now? Visit Newark, 
Here, or nowhere, 
will his monument in truth be found. 
It is due us to build. 


Into one phase of his life it is not 
permitted we should more than mere- 
ly look. The sacred place where his 
heart lay open in the loves and inti- 
macies that marked his home. I 
have been interested and impressed 
in my visits to that home by what 
I found there. Mr. Archibald be- 
longed in a sense to the new Newark, 
its recent growth,its modern devel- 
opments and business life, but his 
home was of the old, old town. For 
here was the thing he realized that 
new as must be our activities within 
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the world, the sacred strength of in- 
ner life remains. unchanged in love, 
and loyalty to those to whom we give 
ourselves. It was in the home that 
Mr. Archibald found his recreation 
and refreshment from his toilsome 
days. In the artistic house on Lin- 
coln Park, or in that simple country 
place among the hills, without the 


excitemént or exhaustion of more 
boisterous pursuits of pleasure, Mr. 
Archibald found rest, found joy, 


found -hope and ‘inspiration for his 
toil, in the loves and fellowships of 
home. It has been said that the cap- 
itol of America is not in Washington 
but in the American home. Certainly, 
the center of this man’s life, the con- 
trolling influence of all his character 
was in that sacred circle where no in- 
trusion was allowed, no distraction 
was- permitted, -but where he gave 
himself to the deepest, most reward- 
ing things of life—in love of wife 
and child. It was from the home 
that he came into this church.. But 
five months back, he sat upon this 
platform with me and two : other 
speakers to urge by presence and in- 
fluence the enlargement of. this 
church’s work for this community. 
Yet, it was not a minister, and not 
a business associate that brought 
him to this interest and this connec- 
tion with an institution that stands 
especially for Christian life. It was 
the influence, the necessities, the im- 
plications of his home. It was the 
old, old story once again: “A little 


child shall lead them.” 


And now we say that he has gone, 
but in our hearts we know it is. not 
true. We hoped for great things 
from his life and for himself. -And 
now we say they cannot be done. It 
is not so. He-has the greatest things 
and we may.have them too. If there 


is anything we really know..down in.. 
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our hearts today, it is—he lives. 
This incident has made no finał 
change in him, nor in his life. 
When Lincoln died, you remem- 
ber that. Stanton coming out of the 
death-chamber spoke to a group of 
secretaries. and reporters and, said, 
“Now: he belongs to the ages.” It 
was a fine thought, finely put, and it 
is a great thing for the ages. They 
need a Lincoln. But how about Lin- 
coln himself: Is he to haye no hold 
on life except the slender one that 
comes in the memories of unborn 
ages: I do not think that is the 
truth. He belongs not to the ages, 
but to the Ageless—to that great life 
where time is not the great essential 
thing, nor space a limitation on our 
acts, but where to have risen supe- 
rior to the limits of the past, the 
present and the days to come, to live 
in. an Eternal, Now—to live as 
thought, as love, as understanding 
will. 


Such is the reality of Mr. Archi- 
bald. He knew here things that do 
not change, that do not rest on time 
or place—honor, honesty, truth and 
love. He gave himself in ways that 
we have sought to show to these 
Eternal things. He has not died—he 
lives. He belongs to the Age- 
less now, with all just men who have 
found the consummation of their 
hopes. - 


In a Wetern city there used to live 
a famous maker of optical instru- 
ments who had ground the lenses for 
some of the greatest telescopes in ex- 
istence and himself had studied as- 
tronomy for many years. - To this old 
man there comes the loss through 
death of his beloved wife, but on her 
monument he wrote these words: 
“We have loved the stars too well, 
beloved, to have any fear of the 


dark.” And here are stars—love, 
honor, honesty, truth interest in 
our fellowmen—what are these but 
“beacons from the abodes where the 
Eternal are.’ And we who know 
these stars can have no fear today 
for this which we cal] death. 

We had hoped for greater things 
for Mayor Archibald—a greater 
Newark, perhaps a higher office yet 
in the state, or even in the nation’s 
life. He-had by no means reached 
the limits of his powers. He had 
shown surprising capacity to respond 
to even greater calls. He had but 
entered on his full development, but 
touched the surface m his reaching 
after higher, greater things. This is 
significant. He who provides food 
for the hunger of the flesh, love for 
the hunger of the heart,: surely He 
has planned some where a greater 
life, a full development for this in- 
born hunger of the soul. He will not 
put us finally to intellectual confus- 
ion by denying the deepset instincts 
of our lives. -~ 


So let there be-no mourning for 
the dead, no sorrow as though we 
had no hope, no thoughtless parting 
of an unknown, unseen, all mysteri- 
ous other world. The- essential 
things we know; God lives and he is 
God.

It seems to me that the Legislation 
passed last week placing upon us the 
responsibility of electing a Commis- 
sioner to succeed our Mayor is a 
very embarrassing piece of legisla- 
tion for us. I have no personal 
choice whatever in the selection of a 
Commissioner. I take it that the 
citizens of the City of Newark want 
the next highest man to the fifth 
Commissioner elected to this Board. 
In doing this we will merely be car- 
rying out the wishes of the citizens. 
I have in mind Mr. John Howe who 
received some 36,000 votes in the last 
campaign, and if we appoint him to 
serve on this Board we will satisfy 
the great number of citizens who ex- 
pressed their choice by popular vote. 
It seems to me the only thing we can 
do is to elect John Howe. I. have no 
other name to suggest. I think it 
would reflect credit upon us, regard- 
less of our political feelings, to take

Commissioner Brennan: What 


Commissioner Raymond has said is 
quite true. There should be no party 
affiliations in the Commission. I feel 
that the votes cast by the people of 


the City of Newark fast May simply 
indicated that they were desirous of 
living up to the spirit as well as the 
letter of Commission Government. 
That might be truly called a real 
non-partisan representative party, to 
govern this City. They elected two 
Republicans, two Independents and 
one organization Democrat.

Commissioner Gillen: We have 
been deadlocked now for.some time, 
and it seems it will continue so for 
some time to come. My first opinion 


was there should have been a Demo- 


crat placed in the position left vacant 
by the death of Mayor Archibald. 
However, even myself and Commis- 
sioner Brennan are not agreed on 
any one particular Democrat, al- 
though we both desire to see a Dem- 
ocrat placed in this position. Our Re- 
publican colleagues on the contrary, 
Commissioner Raymond and Commis- 
sioner Breidenbach, are agreed upon 
Commissioner Howe, for the reason 
that he was the highest man outside 
of the five elected members in the 
last campaign. They contend of 
course, that that was an expression 
of opinion on the part of the voters 
of the City that they prefer Com- 
missioner Howe. While this has been 
well stated by my colleagues this 
morning, this is supposed to be a non- 
partisan body and it certainly has 
been sé far as I have been able to 
observe since I have been a member 
of it. It has been a non-partisan 
Board made up of two Independents 
and one organization Democrat and 


two Republicans, the majority con- 
sisting at no time of either Republi- 
cans or Democrats, so the Board has 
been non-partisan. It would be a ca- 
Jamity for us if the Board should be- 
come a partisan body. The Commis- 
sion Government Act never intended 
that the Board should be partizan. 
There was an effort made last year 
to make it a partizan Board and the 
effort failed. The voters saw what 
the intent of the Law enacted last 
year forcing primaries on us was 
and they ignored it and elected Re- 
publicans, Democrats and Independ- 
ents. Now, it is rather a critical situ- 
ation to elect the fifth member; to 
have thrust upen our shoulders, with- 
out our will or consent, this respon- 
sibility. Certainly, so far as I know, 
no member of this Board solicited 
this Act of the Legislature. However, 
it is there, and it is not proper that 
the City Government should be tied 
up in any entanglements, any litiga- 
tion or in any extended deadlocks. 
There should be a way to facilitate 
or solve this problem. The name of 
Mr. Howe has been presented by Mr.
